notification as published in the Gazette of India were 
made available to the public: 

And whereas such Gazette was made available to

And whereas no objection or suggestion have been 
received from the public on the said draft * 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the Dowers conferred 
bv section 175 read with section 457 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following rules, namely : —

ment No. 1801119197 M-1I dated 28th April, 1998 
us G.S.R. 100 on pages 388—397 of the Gazette of 
India, Part IT, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated 23rd 
May, 1998 inviting objections and suggestions from 
all persons likely to be affected thereby, before ex¬ 
piry of the period of forty-five days from the date 
on which copies of the Gazette containing the said 
notification are made available to the public;

the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him in this regard: 

(2) In the case of consumer packs polyethylene 
or polypropylene - of minimum 100 micron and 
metallised polyester pouches or any other packing 
materials as may be required by the buyer and ap-

*Date of packing shall be the date of completion of 
analysis of samples, 

(3) An authorised packer may after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or any officer authorised by him in this behalf, in 
accordance with ruTc 11 of the General grading 
and. Marking Rules, 1988, affix his private trade 
mark or trade brand label on graded containers, 
provided that the same does not indicate quality or 
grade other than that indicated by the grade desig¬ 
nation mark affixed to the graded container in ac¬ 
cordance with these rules. 

H. Special conditions for grant of Certificate of 
Authorisation,—In addition of the conditions spe¬
